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N * Breakthrough Cases (in Vaccinated People)

- More than 700,000 Chicagoans have a completed
vaccine series

- 468 breakthrough cases identified as of 4/26/21(0.06%
of those with completed series)
- 48 hospitalizations (cause of hospitalizations still
under review; median age: 72y, range 24-97y)

-5 deaths (1 in 50s, 2 in 60s, 2 70y+)
